In the instant case the 
apparatus claimed in the group (I) does not require the step of finishing the inner and outer 
circumferential surfaces of plural plates as claimed in the group (II) for practicing claimed 
invention of the group (I). Therefore, Group (I) and (II) are distinct. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
